Aviation Here to Stay 
Full explanation as to tne aims and 
jects of the Aero club was made 
by Major Inwood. These include the 
matter of aerial navigation, commer- 
the control of competi- 
tions, the provision of assistance to 
dependents of aviators who lose their 
lives, the provision of training 
schools, machines .and aerodromes 
and all matters conducive to the wel- 
fare of the aviator and the progress 
of aviation. 

He told what was being done 
throughout the Dominion and made 
the remark that commercial aviation 
had come to stay and that the aero- 
plane within the next few years 
would be taking a great part in the 
transportation activities of the nation, 
It was therefore to the welfare of 
those who had given some of the 
best years of their lives toward the 
attainment of flying knowledge to 


}make preparation for the future and 


it was to this end that the advocacy 
for a stimulation of interest in aero- 
nautics was being made, 

Major Inwood suggested that the 
Aero club of this city open its mem- 
bership to all interested in aviation 
und that members of the club get to 
work with the least delay possible in 
making the local organization a 
strong and healthy child of the par- 
ent body. He thought that business 
men of this city should be appealed 
to for financial and sympathetic sup- 
port and mentioned the later possi- 
bilities of requests being made of the 
government for subsidies to aid the 
progress of the work.

Late Telegraphic News Notes 


BELGIUM’S ARMY STILL 210,000 


BRUSSELS, May 13.—Belgium's army at present numbers 210,- 
000 men and 116,000 have been demobilized, the minister of war has 
informed parliament.

opened his office in Winnipeg. Mr. 
Beal's territory covers the whole of 
the prairie provinces, as well as Brit- 
ish Columbia, but I am hopeful that 
at a later date a separate officer will 


! 


be appointed for British Columbia 
only. 

“My own experience as a trade com- 
missioner extends back to the spring 
of 1913, when I was appointed to the 
Australian post. Australia, like Can- 
ada, js a wide territory for one man 
to cover in work of this kind, but I 
may fairly claim that when I left the 
island continent last year I had gained 
a considerable knowledge of the eco- 
nomic structure of the country and 
of its social and industrial problems. 

“Karly last year the old Commercial In- 
telllgence branch of the Board of Trade 
was transferred to a new department 
known as the Department of Overseas 
trade. This department which is repre- 
sented in parliament by an undersecretary, 
controls the collection and dissemination 
ot information likely to be of use to our 
Manufacturers and merchants, uot only 
within the British Empire but also in 
foreign countries. It is under this depart- 
ment thet the trades commissioners work. 
Neither the British government nor its 
Trade Commissioners assume the role of 
trying to teach either British manufactur- 
ers and exporters, or Canadian importers 
how to run their business. Our work is 
merely supplementary to that of those 
actually engaged In business, 

Trade commisstoners, although in a 
sense commercial travellers, do not carry 
samples, and do not close contracts. In 
tnost cases direct results ey be difficult 
to trace but 1 can persoually recall in 
stances in which trade connections of the 
most valuable kind have been established 
owing to the direct intervention of our 
office. In not a few cases have we been 
able to appeal successfully to the govern- 
ment to which we are accredited for the 
removal of what have been regarded as 
obstacles to the free development of trade | 
with the Mother country. If a trade com- 
rulssioner can bring together the British 
manufacturer or exporter, and the Cana- 
dian importer; if he can show the former 
wherein his goods are unsuited to the 
Canadian inarket; if he can keep him in- 
formed of the nature of the competition to 
be met with here and interpret a future 
development and consequent demand, he 
fs, in my opinion, doing about as much 
as can ies expected of him. It should 
never be forgotten that at best he is an 
adviser, and of some of his work, at 
least, it TAY be sald thet, although you 
may take a horse to the water you cannot 
make him drink. 

“The time at my disposal does not per- 
mit of a reply to the criticism constantly 
urged against British maufacturers, that 


they fail to adapt themselves to local | 
requirements. I shall limit myself to say- 
ing that it 1s grossly unfair to charge 


the shortcomings of some firms in this 
respect on our people as a whole. The) 
Rritish people seem to perfectly revel in 
self-depreciation, as we have seen during 
the war, and they have been well described 
by an American Journalist in London as 
being the poorest advertisers in the world. 
In the times ahead of us, qualities, pos- | 
sibly of n higher order than those which | 
have enabled us to win the war, will be 
called for. ‘The note for the new world, 
and particularly for those of our great | 
Empire, must be co-operation, If we can) 
only get together and wor together in | 
these difficult times as we fought together | 
during the war, we shall soon, with the 
unrivalled estate of which you and I are 
Joint hetrs, Hquidate the enormous bur- | 
den of debt incurred tn meeting Germany's | 
insolent challenge.

VICTORIA'S CENTENARY, 


It is probably not generally 
known that the approaching 24th 
of May will be the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Queen 
Victoria.

Recent developments at Paris, 
taken with the terms presented to 
Germany, settle the long-standing 
controversy as to whether peace 
should be ‘‘dictated’’ or ‘‘nego- 
tiated.’’? The Supreme Council, it 
appears, has employed both 
methods. It has dictated to the 
Allies, and is now negotiating with 
the enemy. 

Japan, China, Italy, Belgium 
and France has each protested, to 
the point of threatening to disrupt | 
the conference, against the terms 
imposed upon it by the Council of 
Five, which by reason of the pro-| 
tests became the Council of Four} 
and later the Council of Three;!

SSESHEAVY | 
IN THE SOUTH | 
FROM STORMS 


Blizzard of Last Week Was the 
Worst in Thirty Years for 
This Season 


Information regarding the cattle 
losses in Southern Alberta during the 
recent snowstorm are still most in- 
complete and no authoritative figures 
are as yet available, That it was the j 
worst storm at the time of year in: 
thirty years, is the statement of some | 
‘of the old-time residents, but it is 
jalso remembered that in 1892 thero 
was a similar storm in April, at which 
time a number of sheep and cattle , 
lwere killed off, It is strange that | 
{during this storm, there were com- | 
paratively few sheep and almbs lost, | 
the biggest losses being among the | 
cuttle and horses, especially the cattle, 
In that part of the province, the ant- 
|mals were in rather poor condition, 
jon account of a shortage of feed dure 
ing the winter, and they were not in 
jcondition to resis the sudden cold, 
snow and sleet, 

From all reports it would seem that 
the worst of the storm was northeast 
jot Calgary, in the Gletchen, Olds and 
|Didsbury districts. Cattle were re- 
iported dead along the railway tracks 
and in some cases they were found 
dead within a few feet of a barn, but 
{the snow was so blinding that they 
}eonditions to resist the sudden cold, , 
of them. 
| Cattle Dead Along Raltlway. 
| In the Chestermere district, out) 
}from Drumheller, over 200 head of 
cattle perished and along the line 
right from Drumheller to Calgary, | 
cattle were lying dead along the rail- 
way, where they had crowded into the | 
fences and there had smothered.

At Gleichen, Stavely and Irr' anna | 
the ranchers lost as heavily as 200) 
head of cattle each. 

Ixqwes East of Didsbury. 

A bunch of 600 cattle being driven | 
from the south to pasture west of | 
Didsbury were caught in the storm 
and about 65 head were lost. East of | 
Didsbury the ranchers all lost from 25 | 
to 30 head each, It is particularly 
bad since a large percentage of 
losses were COWS, 

In the district between Calgary and | 
Gleichen it was the smail farmer who 
was worst hit. 

At Crossfield the snow drifted 10 to 
12 feet high, and cattle and horses | 
both were found beaten to death. 

In the Rosebud valley east of Dids- 
bury, it is estimated that thousands 
jof cattle and horses perished in the 
}storm, The horses had been left to 
winter as best they could on account 
lof the shortage of feed last winter in 
that district and they were pretty 
\thin, consequently a good many went 
lunder. They were driven into the 
fences, into sloughs and into the riv- 
ers, where they just perished. 

The Market Examiner of Calgary, 
in summing up the general situation, 
had the following to say: 

The losses in various herds run 
from one per cent. up to thirty per 
cent., and the only cattle which 
jescaped losses were those which were 
rounded up before the storm got 
lreally severe on Friday and kept to 
lthe stables, sheds or stacks. It was 
feared that the losses on the sheep 
ranches would have been very heavy, 
but it is pleasing to hear that the 
number of sheep which perished has 
been very light, when the severity of 
the storm is considered. This was to 
a considerable extent due to the close | 
watch which was being kept on the | 
sheep at this time of the year, and to 
the fact that most of the big outfits 
have adequate shed accommodation. 
appears to have been felt worst. 
There is little natural shelter and a 
lot of fencing, and cattle started 
drifting with the storm, huddled up 
jin the fence corners, and were 
smothered in the snow. Those which 
}took shelter in the coulee suffered | 
lvery heavy losses. Many stampeded 
before the storm and were lost in the | 
big sloughs and lakes, while the river 
and irrigation ditches were death- 
traps into which cattle were shoved 
or rushed blindly in the storm, 

Many talec are told of hardships on 
lthe farms and ranches among those 
who were looking after the stock, and 
it was in many cases due to the 
splendid effor’s of the stockmen that 
theme were not a great many more 
cattle and sheeu lost. 

So far as can be learned, the horses 
did not suffer any serious percentage 
of loss. There are not very many 
large bunches of horses on the open 
now, and they are, as a rule, pretty | 
| well able to take care of themselves. |

In many cases the story was bad 
enough. The thermometer did not 
get down very low, but the storm |
